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BOTH MEN AND OPERATORS 
FOUND TO BE NEGLIGENT 


Jury Finds That There Should Have 
Been More Inspectors — Recom- 
mends That a Thorough Investiga- 
tion be Made of Means for Pre- 


venting Loss of Life by Cave-ins in 
Mines. 

Bellevue, Alta.—The jury in the 
case of the coroner’s inquest into the 
cause of death of the thirty-one men 
who came to their death in the Belle- 
vue mine on the 9th of.last December, 
arrived at a verdict at midnight, after 
hearing the expert evidence of James 
Ashworth, who was the last witness 
examined. The verdict is as follows: 

“We, the jurors in this case find 
that thirty men come to their death 


_by carbon monoxide poison, and 
that one man came to his death b 


tured skull; the carbon monoxide 
being generated . by ~ percussion 
caused by a rock slide, which oc- 
curred above 76 and 78 chutes. The 
following riders were attached to 
the verdict: 

(1) That .more inspectors be ap- 
pointed. 

(2) That a drager apparatus sta- 
tion be established in this district. 

(3) That telephones be establish- 
ed in underground workings under 
the supervision of the chief inspec- 
tor, wherever practicable. 

_(4) That a thorough investiga- 
tion be made of means of prevent- 
ing loss of life by cave-ins in mines. 

(5) We consider that negligence 
is in evidence on the part of opera- 
tors and miners in the carrying out 
of the coal mines act. And we 
would most strongly recommend a 
stricter adherence to the intent of 
that act,” 


DUKE WILL COME TO CANADA 


The Duke of Connaught Has Decided 
Upon a Number of Appoint- 
ments 


Ottawa, Ont.—All doubt as_ to 
whether or not the Duke of Con- 
naught will be the next Governor- 
General of Canada, has been set at 
rest, by the arrival of a mail from 
England bringing Canada the formal 
notice that the King’s uncle had ac- 
cepted the office. The Duke has also 
decided on a number of appointments 
to his staff. His military. secretary, 
it is stated, will be ajor, Henry 
Cecil, of the Scotch guards, who ac- 
companied his royal highness to South 
Africa, and for some time was mili- 
toy attache at Paris. 

r. Arthur F. Sladen, private sec- 
retary to his excellency, Earl Grey, 
will act in the same sepactty for the 
Duke. It is expected that the Duke 
wae arrive in Canada in September 
next. 


HUDSON’S BAY TO THE PACIFIC 


Application Will be Made at Present 
Session For Line Through 
The North 

Ottawa.—Application will be made 
to parliament this year for the in- 
corporation of the Hudson’s Bay, 
Peace River and Pacific Railway Co., 
which proposes to build from Port 
Nelson to Fort Churchill, then west- 
erly to Fort Vermillion on to Peacé 
River, then south-westerly to Fort St. 
John, thence westerly to Laurier pass 
and on to Fort Simpson; also from St. 
John to Edmonton. 

The Alaska and Yukon railway will 
apply for an extension of time for 
construction and for legislation to 
expend 15 per cent. of the amount of 
its capital for four years, and for 
completion in seven years. 

The Dominion Development Railway 
company will seek incorporation, It 
will run from the Pass river on Port- 
land canal to Fort Churchill and Port 
Nefson. 


PRISONERS IN UNLOCKED CELLS 


New System Will be Tried at The 
e Central Prison, 
Guelph ; 

Toronto.—Separate rooms with un- 
locked doors for well-behaved prison- 
ers is the innovation which will be 
made at the Ontario government’s 
new Central prison farm at Guelph. 
Fifteen per cent. of the accommoda- 
tion will be in cells for refractory or 
untrustworthy prisoners. Sixty-five 
per cent. will be in dormitories each 
containing 14 beds with unguarded 
doors and windows. The remaining 
20 per cent. of the accommodation 
will consist of small, neat roms, with 
pictures and reading matter, which 
will be allotted to the best prisoners. 


This will be the first time such a sys- 


tem has been tried in any prison. 


The Czarina Dying

DESPERATE PLAGUE IN ASIA 


Chinese Are Opposing Measures Taken 
to Check it—Very Virulent Type 
ial In Harbin District 

ekin.—Reports from Harbin says 
that the Chinese there are vigorously 
opposing the summary disposition of 
the bodies of victims of the bubonic 
plague. The authorities do not dare 
to burn them, the custom being that 
they remain intact, so that their an- 
cestors may recognize them in the fu- 
ture life, The Chinese also oppose the 
burning of the houses, some of which 
contain the dead bodies of entire 
families. Some of the corpses have 
remained in the city, for days, but 
they are now being taken to the open 
country, where trenches for their 
interment have been prepared. 
It is reported that the Russians in 
witht are not concerning themselves 


with the Chinese section, | although 
they are dealing drastically with the 
Chinese within the Russian city. 
Chinese newspapers are raising an 
outery, and bringing forward serious 


ment, are suggesting a censorship of 
the press. 

The plague is of a very virulent 
type, death usually occurs within 
forty-eight hours and not more than 
one per cent. of cases have ended in 
recovery. The danger of the plague 
getting a foothold in Pekin is con- 
sidered slight, as the train service to 
and from the infected districts have 
been stopped. The doctors have been 
inoculated and are equipped with 
special costumes and masks. The 
government insures each foreign vol- 
unteer for $20,000, 


WON'T DO FOR A CHIEF 


Fear That Kitchener Would Dismiss

London.—Lord Kitchener has _ not 
yet replied to the offer of the war 
office to find him employment. 

Sir John French will almost cer- 
tainly be the new chief of _ staff, 
though it means a reduction in pay 
to him. Lord Kitchener in that post 
would be impossible, because he 
would probably dismiss every officer 
on the staff. He is a man who shows 
no mercy, and notoriously got rid of 
a number of generals in India, of 
whom several were personal friends. 

He takes the lines that on parade— 
which is the same as in office—he has 
no friends but afterwards he is hail 
fellow well met. He is inclined to 
share the views of Mr. Blatchford 
that the men in the British army are 
all right, but some of the senior offi- 
cers would be made unhappy, I fear.

It now costs 
$2.65 to express six 11-quart baskets 
of fruit from here to Winnipeg, and 
it is expected that this rate will be 
cut in half, resulting in much cheaper 
fruit in the west.

ENGLISH MEMBERS REPLY TO 
JOHN BULL ARTICLE 


R. & Lake Brings the Matter of the 
Untruthful Article on Canadian 
Conditions to the Attention of the 
House of Commons—The Premier 
Thanks Mr. Lake for Introducing 
the Matter. 


Ottawa.—Mr, R, 8. Lake, of Qu’ 
Appelle, Saskatchewan, moved an ad- 
journment of the house in order to 
discuss an article which appeared in 
an English publication of ‘John 
Bull” derogatory to Canada, He said 
that this publication, which is owned 
by Mr. Horatio Bottomley, a member 
of the Imperial Parliament, has « 
large circulation, and statements 
made in it could not help, but do 
serious injury to the Dominion. He 
quoted from the article. which paint- 
ed conditions in Western Canada in 
very dreary colors. The condition of 
new arrivals was stated to be pitiable 
in the extreme and the country was 
described as a death trap for young 
Englishmen. 

The article went on to sa 
majority of women in the 
of such low type that 
would not marry them. 
_Mr. Lake said that he was an Eng- 
lishman who had epent twenty-eight 
years in Canada. e described the 
article as grossly malicious and un- 
true to the conditions in Western Can- 
ada, which were never in the slightest 
degree as described. The article was 
evidently written by someone who had 
never been in Canada. Mr, Lake par- 
ticularly regretted the attack on the 
women of the West. No more moral 
people could be found on the face of 
the globe, and the prosperity of the 
West was due, in no small degree to 
its. magnificent type of women. 

The article was d®nounced in furi- 
ous terms by Martin Burrel, of Yale- 
Cariboo, a native born Englishman. 
The only failures in this country, he 
said, were men who made no serious 
effurt to adjast themselves to condi- 
tions. 

A. C. Boyce, of West Algoma, an 
Englishman, characterized the article 
as untrue, and said that the govern- 
ment should take such action as 
would make it impossible for a mem- 
ber of the Imperial house to publish 
such statements about the Dominion. 

Dr. Clark, of Red Deer, also an Eng- 
lishman, said that when' he read the 
article he regarded it as only an illus- 
tration of what an astonishing num- 
ber of fools there are. 

Ralph Smith, of Nanaimo, the last 
Englishman heard from, suspected the 
article was the work of some degener- 
ate useless Englishman, who had fail- 
ed to make good in Canada and want- 
ed to excuse himself. An article of 
that kind could not do much harm in 
view of the generally friendly attitude 
of the British press. 

R. L. Borden said that he had been 
informed that such articles were be- 
ing reproduced in the British press 
and continental papers, and it was 
just as well it should be brought up 
in the house.
